Constantinople, Sept. 5.—Tne 


garian insurgents are believed to be 
responsible for three explosions on 
the Austrian steamer Vaskapu, which 
occurred soon after the vessel lett the 
Bulgarian port of Burgas en route to 
Constantinople. Twenty-nine persons 
lost, their lives by the explosions, 
which set fire to the decks. The ves- 
sel was beached. 


A dispatch conveying the news was 


received by the agent of the Hungar- 
ian Levant line, to which the Vaskapu 
belongs. The telegram said that the 
.Vaskapu had been destroyed in the 
Black sea. The captain and officers 
of the steamer and six of the crew 
were killed. 


The Vaskapu sailed from Varna, 


Bulgaria, and after calling at Burgas 
was steaming through the Black sea 
to Constantinople when three explo- 
sions took place on board. The deck 
of the vessel took fire and she had 
to be run ashore at Misivroa bay, 18 
miles north of Burgas. 


The Vaskapu belonged to the Hun- 


garian Levant Steamship company of 
Flume, Austra, and has been engaged 
in the Black sea service. She was 
'tfuift at -New Castle in 1891, and was 
a steamer of 1,076 tons. She was 2GO 
.ffcet'lons and 36 feet beam, and a 
depth of 16.9 feet 


The porte has sent a note to the

The note 
says the Ottoman government has 
taken precautions and requests the 
heads of the foreign missions to do 
likewise.

King Edward, and that the lattcr's 
visit to Prince Philip of Saxc-Coburg 
at his palace was principally made in 
order to meet Princess Clementine.

This idea of the communicability of 


consumption, so strongly fixed in the 
minds of the Neapolitans and others 
was gradually dispelled by the theory 
of heredity. 
It is of great importance 


that this question of heredity should 
be correctly and very generally under- 
stood. 


To know that it is not an inherited 


disease should bring hope and 
glad- 


ness to thousands 
of 
tuberculous 


parents, and to the children of such 
parents. 
Acting under 
the 
belief 


that the disease was inherited no pre- 
cautions were taken to prevent the 
communication of consumption from 
one to another. 
Whole families were 


swept 
away—not 
on 
account 
of 


heredity, but because the living germ 
that produces it was not destroyed. 


With (he discovery of the veritable 


cause of tuberculosis, to which allu- 
sion will be made later on, heredity 


no 


if strict precautions are taken by con- 
sumptive parents to guard their off- 
spring against infection in the home, 
they will be in little danger of con- 
tracting the disease. 


Need Not Be Disheartened. 


We may dismiss heredity, then, by 


saying that it is simply a predispos- 
ing cause of tuberculosis, 
like al- 


coholim, overcrowding, bad 
ventila- 


tion, damp soil, eic. 


No one need be disheartened 
be- 


cause he has lost a parent or near 
relative from consumption. 
He is. it 


is true, slightly more prone to the 
disease than others. But this predis- 
position may be overcome by simple 
hygienic measures, to be spoken of 
later, which will at the same time 
protect him against many other dis- 
eases due to faulty habits of living.
